1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In view of the 
amendments, the claimed invention is novel and unobvious over the closest prior art of 
Parniak, McLellan and Shao (each cited on IDS, 10/27/2006). In particular, no prior art 
was found that teaches or suggests a method of screening for an RNase H inhibitor of a 
reverse transcriptase that comprises incubating a primer/template substrate comprising 
an RNA template and either a DNA or RNA primer with a reverse transcriptase in the 
presence of a metal ion, followed by adding and incubating a test substance with the 
mixture of the substrate, reverse transcriptase and metal ion, adding dNTPs to initiate 
DNA synthesis and measuring the amount of nucleic acid cleaved from the template 
after DNA synthesis.
